23 Million in 
U.S. Disabled 
or Diseased

Washington, Dec. 23 — (#)—• It may 
be disquieting just before Christ- 
mas to recall that there are per- 
ahps 23 1-2 million people ,in this 
country who are disabled or havd 
chronic diseases; 


But here are reasons for not for* 
getting it: many»more of them 
could be employed than are work- 
ing now; and we have a long way 
to go before solving the problem or 


I our disabled — or handicapped— 
people. 


Even information about them ap- 
pears meager: 
who 
they 
are< 
where they are, how to reach them 
and what to do for them to help 
them most, 


In Congress a House subcommit- 
tee ha,s been studying the problem 
since last June. It admits the sur- 
face has hardly been scratched and 
will ask the New Congress for per- 
mission to continue its work.
